PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 24.—The fiflal ef- 
fort to arrange a plan for ending the big 
coal etrike has proved a failure and the 
etrike goes on. At noon the conference be- 
tween a committee of coal miners and oper- 
ators, national and district officials, closed 
and the conference adjourned without date. 
The miners’ representatives did not recede 
from their original proposition to settle the 
etrike by arbitration and start the mines at 
the 69 cent rate. 

The operators offered to divide the dif- 
ference between Sic and 69c rates, making 
the price at which the mines would start 
61% cents per ton, but this was rejected. 

Then additional propositions were made. 
One was to start the mines without fixine 
any price for thirty days and then to pay 
the rate agreed upon by the Board of Ar.- 
bitration. This was also refused by the 
miners and they said they had been fooled 
too often to trust the operators again. They 
declined to work for a month, giving the 
operators the output that length of time 
without knowing what wages would be 
paid. 

A proposition was then made to operate 
the mines for ten days without fixing the 
price and allowing a board of arbitration 
to fix the price for that time. 

President Ratchford insisted that noth- 
ing but the 69-cent rate could be possibly 
accepted. 

The operators were firm, but the miners 
were agually determined and every argu- 
ment of the mine owners was met by the 
miners’ leaders. 

Neither side wouid concede another point 
and it was decided to end the conference. 

President Ratahford had but little to 
fay on the matter, but gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“We have disagreed. Our proposition re- 
mained unchanged. Besides our proposition 
to arbitrate, we made them a second one 
along the lines of bringing about a gen- 
eral conference of miners and operators 
of all mining States. They refused to lend 
their efforts in that direction and the strike 
will be continued. We have no other plans 
for the future.” 

Immediatejy after the close of the morn- 
ing confererice J. B. Zerbe called a meeting 
of operators for 2 o’clock this afternoon to 
discuss the situation and-eoutline a. plan 
for future action. 

From the tone of the remarks of some of 
the operators before the plan decided upon 
at the Cleveland conference to make a fight 
is to start the mines with the old men if 
they can be induced to dig at 54 cents or to 
import men to take their places. There are 
others, however, who say they will not aid 
in carrying out this plan and favor a com- 
piete surrender. 

The outlook after the adjournment of the 
conference seemed to be encouraging for the 


anxiety of the operators ,to start their 
mines. Nearly every coal company in the 
Pittsburg district was represented at the 
Monongahela House during the conference.

MURDERER FIRES FIVE TIMES. 


Detectives Now Watching “Sis”? Con- 
way’s Home on Morgan Street 
for the Arrival of the Fugi- 
tive, Who Escaped. 


Bob Conway, colored, second cook on the 
Belle of Memphis steamboat, was shot and 
killed at Locust street and the Levee at 9:30 
o’clock Tuesday morning, by ‘‘Kid’’-Meyers, 
also colored. Meyers escaped. 

The murder was the result of Meyers’ al- 
leged intimacy with ‘‘Sis’’ Conway, the mu- 
latto mistress of the dead. man. 

Conway left the boata little after 9 o’clock 
to go to Lowell’s market on the Levee be- 
tween Olive and Locust streets, to order the 
boat’s supply of meat. 

While in the market Meyers entered and 
demanded why Conway had accused him of 
calling on “Sis’’ Conway. The men quar- 
reled, and when Conway had left his order 
they walked out of the shop together and 
up the Levee tcewards Locust street. 

They stopped in front of Henry Old’s IXL 
saloon on the corner, and their loud talk 
caused a crowd of negroés to gather about 
them. 

John McCaffrey, driving a butcher wagon 
for Frank Knopp, and living at 219 South 
Main street, halted his wagon on the curb 


to listen to the dispute. 


When Conway and Meyers had cursed 


each other for a few minutes, McCaffrey 
saw Méevers draw a large revolver from the 
bosom of his shirt, and, pointing it direct 
at Conway, fired twice. 


Conway stepped to one side, and Meyers, 


after lowering his weapon, raised it again 
and rushed up to Conway, until the barrel 
of the gun touched his clothes. Then there 


were three more shots in rapid succession 


and, while Conway fell back dead, with a 


bullet through his heart, Meyers shoved 
the revolver back in his shirt and darted 
through the crowd on the Levee to Vine 


street, turning west. There the trail of the 
murderer was lost. 


In getting away Meyers stumbled over a 


chair on the sidewalk, occupied by a crip- 
ple named Louis Rice, and knocked him 
over,

The smallest baby in St. Louis !s dead. 

With the outgoing of Monday, just at 
midnight, little Clarence George Wesley 
Trapp ceased to breathe. and a mother’s 
heart was well-nigh broken. 

The tiny baby only weighed a pound to 
begin with, and when it opened its eves on 
the world, Saturday, at midnight, its cry 
was as fine and small as the peep of a new- 
born bird. 

With a scarcely perceptible sigh, it went 
away, as though to leave no ripple on the 
troubled wave of humanity {t had hardly 
touched at coming. 

There had been many vis'tors at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Trapp, 818 South Eighth street, 
It was early Sunday morning when neigh- 
bors learned of the wonderful baby and alli 
day long and into the night they dropped 
in to ask just a glimpse of it. 


Granting the request was dangerous, 


however, since the midget lay wrapped in 
cotton, in its mother® arms, and she could 
not be intruded upon. But, while many 
called, a few had the privilege of looking 
at the tiny. morsel of Tife. 

Monday the callers were more numerous, 
especially after the Post-Dispatch _ ap- 
peared with its description and picture of 
the baby. The visitors were nearly  al)]) 
children, and great was their disappoint- 
ment when told the baby could not be seen. 

The attending physician thought fora time 
that: little Clarence George would live. Its 
physical construction appeared to be perfect 
in all respects except size, and it received 
nourishment with every indication of hur- 


ger. 

But as Monday evening came on the baby 
showed signs of exhaustion. It lay almost 
motionless and could not be prevailed upon 
to open its mouth. Now and then a sigh 
escaped it as though the little thing were al- 
ready weary of existence. 

Along towards midnight there was a blue- 
ness crept into its lips and a peculiar ashy 

aleness around the mouth. Its heart. no 
arger than a child’s thimble; fluttered a 
trifle, and the doctor said that death was 
nigh. 

The mother watched it with affectionate 
tenderness, and when they told her it was 
dead, she turned her face away and cried. 
She held it close to her breast a long while 
after that, and then the little body was put 
upon another portion of the bed. 

Monday morning, at 10 o'clock, the under- 
taker came. He had brought with him the 
smallest casket in his shop, about eighteen 
inches long. It was far too large, but the 
mother thought it unnecessary to have one 
specially made. So the nurse and Mr. 
Trapp got a small pillow and put little 
Clarence George into the casket with it 
and placed pretty white flowers around the 
baby. 

Half an hour later the yard and pavement 
were filled with the neighborhood children. 
all silent and eager-eyed. Then the under- 
taker came out with the coffin, and handed 
into a waiting carriage. Mr. Trapp followed, 
carrying a little girl. Big, strong man as he 
is, he was crying, as though little Clarence 
George had been in his heart for years in- 
stead of only for a few hours. A lady ac- 
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companied the father and the children on 

the pavement watched them out of sight. 
It was the first and last, the beginning and 

the end of tiny Clarence George Wesley

The wheat market continued on the down- 
ward turn Tuesday. For the first time in 
two weeks both September and December 
options opened off from the closing price of 
the preceding day. 

The bulls could not maintain the market 
even at the low opening price and Monday's 
big slump was almost duplicated Tuesday. 

Tom Francis opened proceedings in the pit 
by bidding 100% for December, 

Jake Schreiner and Bert Laing were 
waiting for a chance like that and each of 
them accommodated Francis by selling him 
5,000 bushels. 

Francis held his 10,000 until the market 
reached 96%. Then he sold it back to 
Schreiner. It was like giving #450 away, for 
the deal cost Tom Francis that much and 
put that much money in Schreiner’s pocket, 

If the market goes up again Francis will 
have a good chance to get even, for when 
he saw how things were going he joined the 
bears and helped hammer the prices until it 
had dropped from $1.00% at the opening to 86c 
and at that point he bought heavily and the 
market began to get stronger. It did not 
remain so, but dropped to ec. 

At ll o'clock dollar wheat had faded out 
of sight, not only in the St. Louis market 
but elsewhere. The December quotation in 
St. Louls was %4c, in New York %c, In 
Chicago 91%c, in Toledo %c and In Minneap-

Wouldn't you, 
boys?” and Luetgert turned and looked 
through the visitors’ cage at a bunch of fel- 
low prisoners who stood peeking through 
the screen. which separates the cage from 
the inner section. “But,” he added, “I guess 
there are enough bars here already.” 

Luetgert laughed heartily at his joke, and 
as he putes away eagerly at his cigar he 
remembered that he needed a fresh one, 
lighting which he resumed his task. 

“T expect to take the stand and they'll 
get the whole truth from me,” he said. ‘‘All 
those Httle circumstances can and will be 
explained by me. I'll tell everythin I 
know, and when the jury gets the facts they 
won't think I am such a bad fellow.” 


The case is very peculiar. It is one in 
which the prosecution will be compelled to 
prove the corpus delicti-entirely by circum- 
stantial evidence, ag they claim it is impos- 
sible to find any one who saw the woman 
after she was dead or saw the defendant 
commit any act likely to cause death. In 
nearly every case one phase or the other 
of the corpus delicti has been proved by dl- 
rect evidence. This is one instance in which 
both the agency and the fact of the wom- 
an’s death must be proved, if proved at ail, 
by circumstantial evidence. If the progecu- 
tion obtains a verdict or guilty the case 
will go down Jn legal histor¥Y as one of the 
most remarkable on record, and will, if 
that verdict if upheld, make it possible to 
convict men who contrive to cover their

CHYBER PASS, 


Fort Maude Captured and 
Burned bythe Afridis After 
a Desperate Battle. 


BRITISH GARRISON RETIRED. 


EVIDENCE THAT THE INGLISH 
GOVERNMENT HAS A HARD 
TASK AHEAD OF IT, 


THE REVOLT IS WIDESPREAD. 


Atrocities Following the Sepoy Rebel- 
lion Remembered and Hindoos 
and Mahometans Unite 
for Vengeance. 


LONDON, Aug. 2%4.—An official dispatch 
to-day from Simla announces that Fort 
Maude in the Khyber Pass has been cap- 
tured by the Afridis after desperate fight- 
ing. The garrison, which was composed of 
native levies known as the Khyber Rifles, 
retired with the loss of three men, The 
Afridis afterwards burned the fort. 

The fate of Fort Ali-Musjid, which was 
simultaneously attacked by the Afridis, is 
not known. 

The British officer commanding at Jam- 
rud moved a battery of artillery, escorted 
by the Fourth Dragoons, yesterday to the 
mouth of the Khyber Pass and shelled the 
enemy at a range of 3,200 yards. The Afridis 
retired, burt the battery returned to Jam- 
rud, the officer in command deeming it in- 
advisable to enter the pass. 

Gen. Ellos will begin a concerted move- 
ment against the insurgent tribesmen im- 
mediately. 


That revolt In India is of far more im- 
portance than people on this eide of the 
water suppose. When a nation whose popu- 
lation numbers one-fifth of the entire pop- 
ulation of the globe shows signs of go'ng 
to war it is time for thinking. There are 
300,000,000 inhabitants in India, and of these 
only 100,000 were born in the United King- 
dom, In the whole population only 238,499 
speak English. Of British and British de- 
scent of the whole empire 200,000 would be a 
fair estimate, and these few people rule 
India with the help of an army of 74,000 
British troops. In the native army there 
are 145,680 men, and they have been for 
years trained and trained again by the Brit- 
ish unti] the native army is a formidable 
one of which England has more than once 
boasted in the face of Eurove and with it 
threatened her European foes, 

It is a mistake to think that the native 
army is officered almost entirely by Eng- 


lishmen. There are 2,759 native officers in 
that army as against 1,580 Englishmen, To 
read Kipling, one would think that it was 
the British non-commissioned officer who 
made the Indian army effective, but in the 
whole native army there are only 
British non-commissioned officers outside 
of the & who belong to ‘the “selentific 
corps’ of the Sappers and Miners, or, as 
we would say in the United erates, the 
Engineer Corps. The revolt of the Sepoys 
in 1857 was child's play to what the re- 
volt of the Indian army would be now. 
To the present Indian army the sepa. 
were aS raw recruits, and when they made 
the stand around Delhi they mustered only 
30,000 men. , 
The most significant feature of the pres- 
ent uprising is the fact that the Mahome- 
tans and Hindoos, who have had bitter 
wars, are united now against the British. 
As to the Mahometan population—and 
there: are 57,321,164 Mahometans in India— 
there have been fanatical] mullahs going 
about among the hill tribes and those near 
the border preaching a holy war against 
the British. 
It is believed that there is an under- 
standing between the Sultan and the Ameer 
of Afghanistan as to the preaching of 
this “Jehad,” though both potentates deny 
it. Perhaps the Sultan wanted to show 
England what he could do if he wanted to, 
just a hint, as it were, that there were 
other places to be considered beside Crete. 
However that may be, all the Mahom- 
etans have heard of the victory_of the 
armies of the followers of the Prophet 
against the Christians in Greece, and are 
much moved to war thereby. The Sepoy 
rebellion broke out just after the Crimean 
war and was precipitated by the distribu- 
tion among the troops of cartridges grease 
with lard, the fat of an animal unclean 
alike to Mahometan and Hindoo. They had 
heard of the Crimean war and the agitators 
told them that Russia was the perpetu 
foe of England and had plenty of money to 
y those who should attack her. It Is not 
ard tc see the poral between the situa- 
tion in 1857 and 1897.

Sunday he got drun When he went 

home his wife upbraided him. This angered 
him and he assaulted her. Her cries at- 
tracted the attention of a policeman. Mrs. 
Aschoff was rescued from her drunken 
spouse, and he was locked up at the Fifth 
District Police Station. He was released 
on bond as soon as he was sober. He was 
sent to the Second District Pokce Court 
charged with disturbing the peace. The 
case was continued Monday. 
When he went home Monday Aschoff was 
sober and despondent.. His son Albert, . 28 
years old, saw him in the act of swallowing 
paris green. The son dashed the deadly 
draught from the father’s hand and be- 
sought him to give up the idea. 

The old man, promised, but Albert re- 
mained with his ‘father. e talked to him 
until bel time, and when the family re- 
tired Aschoff, Sr., was apparently cheerful. 
Alberts first thought Tuesday morning 
was for his father. e arose at 5 o'clock, 
and, ksowing that his father had been 
drinking, thought to get him a drink of 
whisky for an “eye-opener,’’ and thus keep 
him in a good humor until he was straight- 
ened out. 

Albert was alarmed when he found his 
father’s bed empty and the old man no 
place in the house. In alarm he entered 
the wood house. There on the floor he 
saw his father bap them, in agony. The 
froth was coming from his lips. His face 
was contorted with suffering and his eyes 
were wide open and staring. 

Albert spoke to his father but received no 
answer. e suspected the truth and this 
was confirmed when by the old man’s side 
he found a glass with green sediment in the 
bottom. 

An ambulance was called and Albert ac- 
companied his father to the City Hospital. 
Dr. Sutter applied the stomach pump and 
administered stimulants but the system had 
absorbed so much of the poison that there 
is little chance of recovery.

“You may file your application in writ- 
ing,’’ said Judge Withrow, ‘‘and I will hear 
arguments next Monday.” 

Attorney Noland insisted on having the 
hearing at an earlier date, but the court 
would not agree to it. 

“I want time in which to thoroughly look 
up the law,’ Judge Withrow explained. 

Attorney Noland filed his application 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock. he appli- 
cation recites that pool wetting is pool sell- 
ing, no matter where, and if gambling is 
a nuisance in one place, so it is in another.

6iIT¥ COUNSELOR'S RETURN. 


City Hall Carpenter Work Will Cost , 


$2,000 More Than a “For- 
eign” Company Bid. 


Judge Flitcraft, in Division No. 2 of the 
Cireuftt Court, gave a decision Tuesday in 
the suit brought by Edwin P. Moritz, Sec- 
retary of thé Westlake Construction Co., 
to énjoin the Mayor and the Board of 
Public Improvements from awarding the 
contract for the carpenter work on the new 
City Hall to Conrad Kellermann, The in- 
junction was dented. 

The Westlake Company was the lowest 
bidder on the first letting for the work. 
All the bids under this letting were thrown 
out. Moritz claimed that this was for the 
“trivial’’ reason that the Westlake Com- 


any was not a home company and that 
fn he charter was violated in failing to award 
the contract to the lowest bidder. 
Kellermann was the lowest bidder on the 
reletting. 
Jn his return (City Counselor Marshall 
said it was necessary to have the dressing 


and mill work done tn St. Louis because 
the lumber could not otherwise be in- 
spected by agents of the city without Incon- 
veniencé and expense. 


Pursuant to the power reserved in the 
invitation for proposals the Board of Public 
Improvements, at the 
the City Hall Commission, rejected all the 
proposals and advertised a reletting, 


The lowest bid on the first letting was 
$28, 562, under the second $30,500, ‘‘Home 
rule’ in this instance, therefore, cost al- 


most $2,000. This was one of the grounds 
of the sutt. 

Mr. Marshall claimed, as an offset to this. 
that the average of all the bids was lower 
on thé aecond letting than on the first an 
that the difference of $2,000 in the lowest bi:

THE POOL-ROOM MEN WILL PLAY 
ITIN JUDGE WITHROW’S 
COURT. 


TO ASK FOR BENCH WARRANTS. 


Rose, May and Other Bookies Charged 
With Selling Tickets to 
Minors, 


Little groups of men stand around at the 
Fair Grounds every afternoon nowadays 
and discuss the battle now on between the 
St. Louis Fair Association and the down- 
town pool-rooms. 

The men who run horses at the Fair 
Grounds, the men at work out there, the 
officials of the course and men interested 
in the breeding of thoroughbred horses are 
against the pool-rooms to a man. 

Arrayed against them are the men who 
opened the pool-rooms downtown and the 
hangers-on of those lately deceased estab- 
lishments. 

No one not in the swim can imagine the 
bitter feeling existing between these two 
sets of men, 

The downtown push have nothing against 
the bookies doing business at the Fair 
Grounds, but they want them arrested be- 
cause they believe that their arrest will 
break up the Fair Grounds meeting. 

There were all sorts of rumors afloat at 
the Fair Grounds yesterday as to what the 
downtown. bookies intended doing and the 
blockmen there were given to understand 
by the downtown pencilers that the hurry- 
up wagon was liable to make its appear- 
ance there at any time. 

One of the pool-room men, who asked that 
his name be kept out of the newspapers, 
said: 

“The exact situation among the pool-room 
men is this: 

“They have no real organization. 

“They have no confidence in one another. 

“They have no real leader. 

“When the wholesale arrests were made 
there was an agreement that the pool-room 
men should form a united defense and re- 
tain one set of attorneys to look after their 
cases, 

“When the cases came to trial every man 
was found looking after his own interests. 

“Every defendant had hired a lawyer of 
his own. 

“Some had secured Rowe, others had 
Charley Noland while still others ignored 
them and went and got some shysier or 
other to look after their interests. 

“At the meeting held Saturday night no 
one appeared to know what to do. 

“some one suggested that as Peabody had 
declared himself-as opposed to them that 
they all take a change of venue from his 
court and word to do that was passed along 
the line. ; 

““‘When the cases were called up Monday 
there were more lawyers than defendants 
ane half of the lot didn’t know just what 

o do. 
“They followed Tom Rowe’s lead, how- 
ever, and the resulé -was the wholesale 
transfer of all the cages. 

“To-day the whole Gown-town push is a 
house divided agains€ {tself. 

“It doesn’t know which way to move. 

“Myself and two or three other of .the 
down-town men have secured the services 
of Attorney Charles Noland and we are 
going ahead with this fight on our own 

ok, 

“On Friday last we brought two business 
men and two boys to the course and we 
had the latter, in the presence of the busi- 
se men, make bets on the races being run 

en, 

“They go these tickets from Book- 
makers Joe Rose, Sam May. Caesar Young, 
Eli Perles and Tommy hannon, who is 
running the dollar book. 

“These t.ckets were saved. With them 
and the other evidence we have, our at- 
torney, Mr. Noland, will go before Judge 
Withrow this afternoon and ask the latter 
to issue bench warrants for the arrest of 
the five bookmakers named. 

“We will not ask Judge Withrow to raid 
the Fair Grounds ring or to resort to any 
such harsh measures, but we will simply 
ask him to have the Fair Grounds book- 
makers brought in and put on a level with 


us. 

“We will prove beyond question that they 
snd engaged in the same occupation as we 

rere. 

“We will also ask for the arrest of the 
managers of the Fair- Grounds. 

“The business men aforesaid beside wit- 
nessing the sale of these tickets to minors 
were taken into the grand stand and the 
well-known women of the town were pointed 
out to them, 

“The Fair Association officials, it will be 
remembered, in thé warrants they swore out 
against us charged that our rooms were the 
resort of disreputable characters. We will 
not only charge that the Fair Grounds is 
the resort of disreputable characters, 
give the names of disreputable women who 
visit there. 

“Our witnesses will be the two business 
men, one of whom is a prominent lumber 
dealer and the other a dry good’s merchant, 
the two boys who bought the tickets and Mr. 
Noland and myself.” 

Secretary Joe Murphy, who in the ab- 
sence of Manager Aull, is in charge at the 
Fair Grounds, was told of the above plans 
of the down-town pool-room men. He said: 
“I believe the court will understand the 
animus of their attack and will ignore thelr 
request for bench warrants. So they charge 
that this is a disreputable resort because 
two disreputable women found their way-in 
here. On that theory, then, every theater 
in St. Louls might be raided on the charge 
of being a disreputable resort. As a mat- 
ter of fact they haven't a single hinge to 
hang a loop on. Their charge against the 
bookmakers at the track Is certain to fall 
flat. They are operating under the State 
law relating to bookmaking, and are paying 
a regular license. At Kansas City Judge 
Henry has issued a temporary retaining 
order commanding the police, constables, 
marshals and sheriffs not to interfere in 
any way with the bookmakers doing busi- 
ness at the track there, for the reason that 
they are operating under a charter issued 
by the Secretary of State and under licenses 
which are issued daily by the local rep- 
resentatives of the State Auditor, as re- 
quired by the State breeders’ law passed at 
the last session of the Legislature. That 
is the way the courts here would be cer- 
tain to rule if the matter was brought 
before them. No, the pool-rooms must go. 
It won’t do to. allow them to exist, im- 
poverishing the community as they do and 
destroying the greeny sport on the face 

; Ask any true sportsman and 
he will tell you that whenever the pool- 
rooms have been allowed to thrive racing 
has died out.

IT IN JUDGE WITHROW’S 
COURT. 


TO ASK FOR BENCH WARRANTS.

Rose, May and Other Bookies Charged 
With Selling Tickets to 
Minors. 


Little groups of men stand around at the 
Fair Grounds every afternoon nowadays 
and discuss the battle now on between the 
St. Louis Fair Association and the down- 
town pool-rooms., 

The men who run horses at the Fair 
Grounds, the men at work out there, the 
Officials of the course and men interested 
in the breeding of thoroughbred horses are 
against the pool-rooms to a man. 

Arrayed against them are the men who 
opened the pool-rooms downtown and the 
hangers-on of those lately deceased estab- 
lishments. 

No one not in the swim can imagine the 
bitter feeling existing between these two 
sets of men, 

The downtown push have nothing against 
the bookies doing business at the Fair 
Grounds, but they want them arrested be- 
cause they believe that their arrest will 
break up the Fair Grounds meeting. 

There were all sorts of rumors afloat at 
the Fair Grounds yesterday as to what the 
downtown bookies intended doing and the 
blockmen there were given to understand 
by the downtown pencilers that the hurry- 
up wagon was liable to make its appear- 
ance there at any time. 

One of the pool-room men, who asked that 
his name be kept out of the newspapers, 
said: 

“The exact situation among the pool-room 
men is this: 

“They have no real organization. 

“They have no confidence. in one another. 

“They have no real leader. 


“When the wholesale arrests were made 
there was an agreement that the pool-room 
men should form a united defense and re- 
tain one set of attorneys to look after their 
cases. 

“When the cases came to trial every man 
was found looking after his own interests. 

“Every defendant had hired a lawyer of 
his own. 

“Some had secured Rowe, others had 
Charley Noland while still others ignored 
them and went and got some shyster or 
other to look after their interests. 

“At the meeting held Saturday night no 
one appeared to know what to do. 

“some one suggested that as Peabody had 
declared himself as opposed to them that 
they all take a change of venue from his 
court and word to do that was passed along 
the line. 

“When the cases were called up Monday 
there were more lawyers than defendants 
—_ half of the lot didn’t know just what 

o do. 
“They followed Tom Rowe's lead, how- 
ever, and the resulé -was the wholesale 
transfer of all the caSes. 

“To-day the whole fown-town push is a 
house divided agains€ {tself.

and the other evidence we have, our at- 
torney, Mr. Noland, will go before Judge 
Withrow this afternoon and ask the latter 
to issue bench warrants for the arrest of 
the tive bookmakers named. 

“We will not ask Judge Withrow to raid 
the Fair Grounds ring or to resort to any 
such harsh measures, but we will simply 
ask him to have the Fair Grounds book- 
makers brought in and put on a level with

“We will prove beyond question that they 
ar in the same occupation as we

“We will also ask for the arrest of the 
managers the Fair Grounds. 

“The business men aforesaid beside wit- 
nessing the sale of these tickets to minors 
were taken Into the grand stand and the 
well-known women of the town were pointed 
out to them, 

“The Fair Association officials, it will be 
remembered, in thé warrants they swore out 
against us charged that our rooms were the 
We will 
not only charge that the Fair Grounds is 
the resort of disreputable characters, 
give the names of disreputable women who 
visit there. 

“Our witnesses will be the two business 
men, one of whom is a prominent lumber 
dealer and the other a dry good's merchant, 
the two boys who bought the tickets and Mr. 
Noland and myself.” 

Secretary Joe Murphy, who in the ab- 
sence of Manager Aull, is in charge at the 
Fair Grounds, was told of the above plans 
of the down-town pool-room men. He said: 
the court will understand the 
animus of their attack and will ignore thelr 
request for bench warrants. So they charge 
that this is a disreputable resort because 
two disreputable women found their way in 
here. On that theory, then, every theater 
in St. Louls might-be raided on the charge 
of being a disreputable resort. As a mat- 
ter of fact they haven't a single hinge to 
hang a loop on. Their charge against the 
bookmakers at the track Is certain to fall 
flat. They are operating under the State 
law relating to bookmaking, and are paying 
a regular license. At Kansas City Judge 
Henry has issued a temporary retaining 
order commanding the police, constables, 
marshals and sheriffs not to interfere in 
any way with the bookmakers doing bus!- 
ness at the track there, for the reason that 
they are operating under a charter issued 
by the Secretary of State and under licenses 
which are issued daily by the local rep- 
resentatives of the State Auditor, as rfre- 
quired by the State breeders’ law passed at 
the last session of the Legislature. That 
is the way the courts here would be cer-.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 2%.—The Weekly 

Crop Bulletin tssued to-day by the Missour! 


Section, Climate and Crop Service, Weather 
Bureau, says: 


The past week has been unusually cool 


eraging 5 to 7 degrees below the normal 
in the southern and from 8 to 10 degrees 
below in the northern sections. L'ght frosts 
occurred in the extreme northern counties, 


but no damage is reported. In a few locali- 
ties, a pany in the northern sections 
the rainfall for the week up to Saturday 
evening was from .50 to 1.50 tacnes, but 
elsewhere it was very light and over the 
Greater portion of the State the drouth ecn- 
tinues unbroken. The conditions were 
however, favorable for showers during Sat- 
urday evening and night. and late reports 
indicate that good rains fell in some locali- 
ties at least. om . 

na number of the northern l ' 
aleo in a few localities in the aentrel and 
southern sections, corn has done nicely dur- 
ing the week and a few correspondenig re- 

rt that there is plenty of moisture and 
hat a good crop is now assured, though 
in the northern sections it {s inatur ng rath- 
er slowly, owing to the cold nights.

HERE'S A CHICAGO METHODIST 
MINISTER WHO HAS CAUGHT 
THE GOLD FEVER. 


HE WILL SEND AN EMISSARY. 


Sees No Impropriety in Such a Course 
and Has Selected a Well- 


Equipped Representative. 


CHICAGO, Aug. &.—Rev. Robert McIn- 
tyre, the popular Methodist divine, well 
known in Denver and Chicago, is interested 
in the new gold fields. The minister will 
treat his case of “gold fever” homeopathi- 
cally, however, by sending a proxy up the 
Yukon. 

The man selected by the divine to secure 
for him a mine of shining gold is Edward 
Page Gaston, a newspaper man and ex- 
plorer, whose researches with the Hemen- 
way archaeological expedition, in 1888, ob- 
tained for him recognition as an explorer 
and student of American and Mexican an- 
tiquities. 

ater Mr. Gaston spent several years as 


an attache of the American Legation in Old 
Mexico. While in Mexico he also organized 


the Pan-American Press Association. The 
Methodist poster confided his plans to a 
friend, as follows: 


“Ever since Klondike was first brought 
to the attention of the reading public I 
have been interested in the accounts the 
old fields. I know of no reason Ww a 

ethodist parson should not search for 
old. I am thoroughly in earnest in this 
matter and anxious to secure a promising 
tlatm. Mr. Gaston goes, if at all, at my 
suggestion and at my expense, but he is 
also actuated by the value of such a trip 
to the student and lecturer. It is not yet 
definitely settled that Mr. Gaston will go, 
but it will be if I overcome the slight ob- 
— which now stand in the way of my 
esire.”’ 

Mr. Gaston smiled when asked if he’ 
were to take an Alaskan trip as proxy of 
the Rev. Mr. McIntyre. “I have been of- 
fered an opportunity of going to Alaska.” 
he said, “and at another’s expense. The 
greatest obstacle is the climate. Hitherto 
my explorations have lain among the torrid 
deserts of Arizona and New Mexico and 
from Cliff Dwellers and buried cities to ice- 
ber and limitless cold there lies an un- 
healthy span. However, the temptation Is 
great and I may yield.’

It 
was to the effect that a small detachment 
of mounted police should at once proceed 
from Edmonton, Alberta, and endeavor to 
reach the Klondike coun from the east- 
ern slope of the Rocky Mountains.

in the Canadian Northwest Territory, be- 
ing 190 north of Calgary. The route to be 
followed is by the way of the Nelson and 
lard Rivers to the Dease and up this river 
to the Pelly. They will follow the Pelly 
River to its junction with t and 
the Lees to the Klondike, a total of 1,370 
miles. This is not the McKenzle River 
route. As the police are to take horses 
with them it Is obvious that the authorities 
consider this route practicable, or, at any 
rate, worth examining.

Little . Tillie Kranning Se- 
riously Wounded by. Her 
Half-Brother Willie. 


HER COURAGE WONDERFUL. 


THREATENED WITH TOTAL 
BLINDNESS, IF NOT DEATH, SHE 
SUFFERS WITH FORTITUDE. 


TELLS. HOW IT HAPPENED. 


A Pitiful Accident at the Eouse of 
Farmer Kyanning, on the 
Tracey Road Near Jen- 

nings Heights, 


Five-year-old Tillie Kranning Is threat- 
ened with total blindness, If not death, at 
the farm house of her father, August Kran- 
ning, on the Tracey road, near Jennings 
Heights. 

Her critical condition is due to the fact 
that her half-brother, 12-year-old Willie 
Kranning, fired a gun point blank in her 
face while Farmer Kranning and his’ wife 
were in the city. 

Willie didn’t Know it was loaded with a 
heavy charge of powder. He’s sorry now. 

One of the most. remarkable features of 
the shooting is the nerve displayed by the 
little faxen-haitred girl. 

“It is wonderful,” said Dr. F. H. Auf- 
derheide, the Walnut Park physician, who 
was summoned to the farm after the shoot- 
ing. “Her courage under the circumstances 
would be remarkable in even a stalwart 
soldier.’’ : 

As the sightless child, with her face and 
forehead torn and swollen; lay in the arms 
of her mother Tuesday, she insisted on tell- 
‘ing the story of the shooting herself. She 
is strangely intelligent for a little one of ber 
years. 
| Tite is the youngest child of Farmer 
Kranning, the daughter of his second wife. 
With her half-sister, also named Tillie, and 
her three half-brothers; Willie, Gus and 
Freddie, dnd another half-sister, Minnie, she 
was left playing in the farm-house when 
her father and mother drove into the city 
on business at 8 o’clock In the morning. 

Two hours later Mike Kelly, .the hired 
man at work in the field, was startled by 
the report of a gun in the house. When he 
rushed into the sitting room adjoining the 
kiteohen, little Tillie was staggering in a 
dazed condition across the floor. Her face 
and forehead were lacerated and blood flow- 
ed from a wound between the eyes. The 
hired man clasped the child in his arms. 

“Willie shot me!’ she calmly said ‘as she 
tried to point in the direction of the boy who 
stood holding a shotgun alongside of his 
younger brother, Gus, both lads speechless 
with fright. 

“But Willie didn’t mean to hurt me. He 
was only playin’,”* added Tillie, with mag- 
nanimity. “‘“Mike, please wash my face. It 
pains So and I can’t see.’’ 

Kelly tenderly washed the child’s torn 
face, while one of the, boys was sent to 
alarm the nearest neighbeor,. Mrs. Foessler 
She hurried td the modest wooden farm 
house, situated on a beautiful hill over: 
looking the «Mississippi vaHeys and hilis 
rich with the wealth of nature. 
| Buffering with frightful wounds, the child 
had never once uttered a cry; had not of- 
fered the slightest reproach to. her half- 
brother, who- had shot her down and who 
stood in a dazed condition, as the brawny 
and big-hearted farm hand tried to stop the 
flow of blood from the wound between the 
eyes, which had already been closed by the 
swollen flesh of face and forehead.

Fleeing Vision Seen on Frank- 
lin Avenue Was the Unfor- 
tunate Mrs. Hinchcliffe, 


The big front door of the Baptist Hos- 


pital at Garrison and Franklin avenues 
swung open Monday evening about ‘8 
o’ Glock. 


A woman, clad only in a short white night 
gown, ran down the broad stone steps. 
She pauSed a moment to look about her 
and then hurried east on Franklin ave- 
nue, , 

Residents in the fashionable neighbor- 
hood were seated ohn thelr lawns or stroll- 
ing on the sidewalks and several hundred 
people saw the startling vision in white. 

The woman had gone half.a block when 
she weakened and caught hold of a tree 
box for support. A Gozen people ran to 
her assistance but before they could reach 
her she regainéd her Yéet and Malf ran, half 
staggered to the corner of Ewing and 
Franklin avenues. 

Two men‘ had fdllowed the woman from 
the hospftal. They came up with her as she 
reached the’ corner. 

The taller of the men put his hand on her 
shoulder. She turned, looked at him in a 
startled way, screamed and fainted in his 
arms. A great crowd had gathered. Men, 
women and children followed the man who 
carried the woman. 

He took her to 2888 Morgan street, laid her 
on ‘the pavement and rang the front door 
bell. Another man came out and helped him 
carry the woman instde. 

The identity of the woman was a mystery 
until Tuesday morning, when it was tearned 
that she was Mrs. Mary Hincheliffe. 

She and her husband board at 2838 Morgan 
street. She said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday: 

“I ran away from the Baptist Hospital 
because they wouldn't give me, morphine.

The Old St. Louis United Elevator’s 
Bond Issue Again Uppermost-—

The directors of the old St, Louis United 
Elevator and J. B. Johnson, a stockholder, 
are having an interesting controversy over 
the payment of a noté for $6,441.75, issued 
by Johnson and held unpaid by the elevator

Johnson refuses to pay and the directors 
advertised in the newspapers that the note 
would be offered for sale at the east door 
of the Court-house at noon Monday. 

In the same Issue, directly beneath this 
advertisement, was another card, signed © 
by Chester H. Krum, Johnson's attorney, 
stating that the note was valueless, es 
been issued without consideration, an 
notice was given that payment would be 
contested. The sale did not take place. 
“This is an echo of that mysterious 600,« 
000 bushels shortage, a year and a half ago,™ 


gaid Mr. Johnson. : 
“That many bushels of wheat disappeared 
and was never accounted for. This short-- 
age created a deficit of $485,000 and the di- 
rectors decided to issue second mortgage 
bends to that amount. The stockholdere 
signed agreements to take a pro rata amoung 
of the new bonds. My share amounted te 
about $10,000. I paid some, and there re- 
mains $6,441.75 unpaid, The reason this is 
unpaid ig that it was discovered that the 
so-called second mortgage bonds were mis- 
named. They were in reality third and 
fourth mortgage bonds and were not wor 
the paper they were written on. When 
learned this. I paid no more. 

“Ww. Stevenson of the Century Law 
Journal, 919 Olive street, was also a stock- 
holder. He agreed to take his pro rate 
share of the bonds. But he paid nothing, 
He saw that the bonds were not what they 

urported to be. He said he was ready to 

Ifill his part of the contract, but he would 
not invest his money in worthless securi- 
ties. The directors instituted guits against 
him in both Judges Dillon's and Spencer's 
courts. In each case the court found for 
the defendant.

From 0’Fallon to Make the 
Necessary Arrangements. 


MAY GET THE EXPOSITION. 


DEBS’ ARMY OF THE UN- 
EMPLOYED ORGANIZING AND 
MAY TAKE A HAND. 


MOVEMENT TO BE GENERAL. 


Bt. Louis Labor Organizations Will Be 
Represented at the Conference 
and There Is a Prospect of 
History Being Made. 


James M. Carson, representing the strik- 
ing mineworkers, will arrive in St. Louis 
fran O'Fallon, Ill., Wednesday morning, 
for the purpose of making arrangements 
for the conference of labor leaders and 
the massa convention to be held in St. Louis 


mext Monday. 

H. W. Steinbiss, Secretary of the Building 
Trades Council, received a letter Tuesday 
morning from W. C. Pearce, Secretary of 
the Mine Workers’ Union, notifying him of 
Mr. Carson’s coming. 

“We shall do nothing, of course,” said Mr. 
Bteinbiss, “until the representative reaches 
here and consults with us. 

“My own desire is to get the Exposition 
Building. Its managers should let us have 
it free of cost. It would be a great feather 
in their cap, and enable the working people 
to hold a convention which may be memor- 
able in the history of this country. 

“We have been anticipating this con- 
ference cal] for several days, and a num- 
ber of the organizations had already ap- 
pointed committees, to be in readiness for 
perfecting arrangements.” 

Grant Luce, Secretary of the Trades and 
Labor Union, had also received notification 
of Mr. Carson's coming. 

Last Sunday the union appointed a com- 
mittee, consisting of ‘Luce, Hofher, Diecke, 
White and Zeller, to act in the matter. 
This was prior to the issuance of the call, 
but it was desired to have everything in 
readiness. 

5S. Webster, representing the Debs’ Army 
of the Unemployed, said: 

“I have received no word from Mr. Debs 
to-day, but we shall hold a little meeting 
this afternoon and communicate with him. 

“We were in the midst of preparations for 
A mass meeting tn the interest of our army 
at which Mr. Debs was to speak, but he ha 
fixed no date. Now that he must be here 
Monday next, we hope to secure the Olympic 
Theater. Whether we can hold this meet- 
ing as incidental merely to the mass conven- 
tion called by labor leaders, remains to be 
determined. It would please us, of course, 
to have them one and the same. 

“Our army had a good gathering last 
night at the Grant statue, and will have an- 
other Wednesday night. A visit from Debs 
will give us a big boom, no doubt.” 

It ig generally understood among the labor 
organizations, that Mr. Carson its clothed 
with ample authority to determine ail the 
necessary arrangements here for the mass 
convention and conference, and he will be 
— by all the local] secretaries and commit- 
ees. 

The call, issued by Pugene V. Debs from 
gerre Haute, Ind., Monday night, reads as 


follows: 

“TERRE HAUT®, Ind., Aug. 23, 1897.—To 
the Social Democracy and All Lovers of Lib- 
erty and Fair Play: Greeting—A mass con- 
vention will be held at St. Louis, Monday, 
August 30. in the interest of the striking, 
starving cogl miners. The official call has 
been issued by the executive board of the 
United Mine Workers, and indorsed by the 
executive heads of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the Knights of Labor. I 
understand that this convention is called 
mot to pass idle resolutions, but to take 
ee gs vigorous and united action, and this 

eing the case, I appeal to the Soctal De- 
mocracy and to all lovers of liberty and 
humanity to meet at St. Louis on the da 
named, to lend a hand to the stricken, suf- 
fering miners of the country. 

“The tnjunction has agais done its dead- 
ly work. Constitutional liberty has been 
bludgeoned to death and labor bound and 


Rageed for the perpetual exploitation of 
corporate capital. here is no relief in the 
courts. We have tried them all. from the 


bottom to the ton, and they are all against 
labor. So far as IT am concerned, we will 
appeal to them no more. We will now 
appeal to the American people. Judges, the 
creatures of plutocracy, rule the country 
by injunction. From Justice of the Peace 
to Justice of the Supreme Court, the In- 


junction has full sway. American citizens 
are forbidden to open thetr lips or to walk 
on the public highway. Sheritrs, marsha!s 


and other petty officers {ssue proclamations 
and then proceed to shoot and club work- 
Ingmen if they are not as servile and obe- 
dient as if they were so many savages off 
their reservation. That there has been no 
violence and bloodshed in the miners’ strike 
is simply beeauee the judges and sheriffs 
and deputies have been unable to provoke 
an outbreak. The miners have patiently, 
meekly submitted to the most flagrant in- 
sults and abuses.

“T have learned something to-day that 
gives me a clue to the whereabouts of my 
wife, but I will not give any further infor- 
mation than that I will follow that clue up 
to-morrow,” said the stalwart, rosy-faced 
husband of the missing woman. 

‘Has any trace of the barber across the 
street been found?’’ was asked. 

“T know nothing of that man,” said Bar- 
ber Fasnet, as his eves flashed, and the 
color of his face deepened to a crimson 
tinge. 

Mrs. Grosch and Fasnet had a consulta- 
tion last Friday. While there was nothing 
to show that Grosch had run away with his 
rival's wife, the deserted man and woman 
agreed to let each other know if either 
learned anything as to the missing life 
partners. 

While Fasneticlaimed he had secured a 
clew as to the movements of Mrs. Fasnet, 
the deserted Mrs. Grosch has found two 
young men who say they have seen her hus- 
band since his disappearance. One of the 
men said he saw Grosch in the business 
part of the city last Thursday. The other 
stated he met the barber Friday. 

Grosch formerly played the races, and 
some believe that traces of him might be 
found in the neighborhood of the Fair 
Grounds, since the pool-rooms have closed. 
Still, for several weeks, he had talked of 
little else than the new Eldorado of. the 
Klondike region, and some of his friends 
believe he has gone to seek his fortune in 
the new gold fields. While he failed to sell 
his barber-shop last week, he was well- 


supplied with cash when he left his wife | 


and 4-year-old son in the cozy home at 
250 Benton street. 

The wife, who had led a happy life since 
her marriage to Grosch, seven years ago, 
is almost prostrated. She has eaten little 
and slept less s‘nce her husband left her. 
She has never given up the hunt for the 
missing man. She continues the barber shop 
business abandoned by her husband, but 
most of her time is consumed in efforts to 
locate Grosch. 

“If I don’t find him,” she said. “TI will 
die within a month. I am nearly dead now 
from the blow.’”’ 

Barber Grosch and Mrs. Fasnet were 
never known to have spoken to each other. 
While there were no open hostilities be- 
tween the rival tonsorial artists, still their 
relations could only be described as that 
of armed neutrality. 

Grosch, who 's a paper hangef as well as 
a barber, opened up his shop on Jefferson 
avenue Wednesday a year ago. 
the following Friday Fasnet put up his pole 
across the street and the relations of the 
two men were never neighborly. In fact 
they never spoke to each other. 

“And I never spoke to the woman and 
she never spoke to me,” says Mrs. Grosch.

MANY CRUEL MISFORTUNES.
